University, is already walking in the

accomplished.^ If the true character 
of John D. is anything like what the 
public believes it to be, the intelli- 
gence that his son is preparing to 
follow in his fathers' footsteps is dis- 
agreeable indeed.

Prof.. W.. A. Davis, superintendent o£ 
the United Stai.es public schools, tit 
Uiiaiaska, Alaska. 
. In a letter to a St. Lcuis friend the 
professor tells how he has been at 
work since 1890, when, he went to 
Alaska, to eradicate the evil, but de- 
clares lie has been unable to get the 
United States authorities interested. 
He says he has personally freed two 
little girls from slavery and se^it'thcm 
to 'their homes, while he has worked 
•without avail to procure' the release 
of six ot'aer white girls in Unalaska. 
He says the same conditions exist in 
other towns. 


Finds Girls in'Bondage. 


In part, the professor writes: 
"'At the beginning of the school 


year, September, 1!)03, I canvassed the 
village of Unalaska for scholars, and 
to my horror and disgust-I found eight 
little girls, ranging in age from 6 to 
12 years, in slavery. When I asked 
their master if they intended to send 
them to school, they seemed much 
surprised and

" 'Send them !-.--.' s-h'jol? We did not 


get them to S3r.d to school; we got 
them to wait .011 on:' families, and 
that's what 3'ney'ro isolr?.g to do.'

Their food is of the common- 
est, poorest Kind, their clothing con- 
sists cf cast-off garments, and I have 
seen one of these girls in midwinter 
wading in snow barefoot and without 
enough rags upon her body to hide 
her nakedness.

Then I sug- 
gest that instead of the dismal horn 
which frightens old people and children 
into'tits and even makes me dismal— 
for it reminds mo of being at sea in a 
fog with rocks ahead—let there be some 
joyful "toot toot" like that of a coach 
horn.

In previously considering the sub- 


ject it was learned that one must 
have some knowledge of the different 
characteristics, not only of the foods 
offered from which to select, 
but, 


most important of all, the various con- 
stitutional 
and 
hereditary 
endow- 


ments of the child to be fed. Not only 
must these two things be considered 
•but the financial condition of the par- 
outs, or those upon whom the little 
speck of humanity is dependent. 
. 
Ti'io item of milk is not a small por- 


tion of the expenses in the families 
of the poor, and it is not an unusual j 
thins for the physician to find a puny. | 
sickly baby being fed upon the poor- j 
cst and cheapest kind oC eomlcnsedI 
milk. 
The after effect of such 
a I 


course wiM bo discussed later on. For 
the present the dilfercnce between 
cow's milk and human milk must-re- 
ceive attention. 
. There is in the ordinary cow's milk 
•only about one-hall' the amount 
o£ j 


sugar that is present In tli« human j 
milk; moreover the curd that may bo! 
derived from human mil* 
is 
only 


about one-IHth as much'as can be ob- 
tained from the same 
quantity 
of 


cow's mill:. There are other striking 
'differences, 
as, 
for 
instance, 
the 


amount of casein precipitated by acid 
and subject to uoagulation, when the 
ingredients of both kinds of milk are 
compared. A scientific study of these 
differences proves the 
necessity 
ot 


diluting cow's milk when it is to be 
usoiJ for very young infants. By add- 
ing two parts of witsr to one of milk 
about the proper amount of casein is 
retained: yet the addition of water 
still further reduces the amount oC 
sugar and fat. which are already too 
low. As a result, the infant fed upon 
diluted cow's milk must partake of. a 
larger Quantity in order to got 
the 


same amount of nutriment that would 
be secured by a breast-fed infant. Tho 
result of this overcrowding is quite 
lively to be distentiou and enfeeble- 
ment of, the stojr.ach. 


'< 
To overcome this defect the fat may 


:he increased by allowing the cow's 
milk to stand about eight hours, and 
then taking only the top, or 
the 


cream, after which'we can secure the 
ipropcr amount of sugar by adding 
sugar of milk—about oao teaspooflf.nl 
to four ounces of diluted cream. Or- 
dinary cane or beet sugar is not so 
good, as it is likely to cause fermen- 
tation, but if it must be used thero 
'should be added only one teaspoouful 
to six ounces of the diluted milk. 


In estimating the amount of cream, 


in the absence of accurate measuring 
apparatus, remember that a quart ot 
good milk will yield about six ounces 
of cream of the richness 
desired, 


while poor milk will yield about four 
ounces, or sometimes even less. I£ 
the top milk, as some call the cream, 
is not obtained in this way. then when 
they are purchased separately equal 
parts of cream and milk may be used, 
diluted and prepared as above direct- 
ed. 
Frequently babies fed in this 


'way will throw up large curds and 
give other evidences of dyspepsia. In 
.•such cases barley water instead ot 
plain water, in the same proportion, 
should be used.

The preparation of this barley wa- 


.tcr should be a matter of considerable 
attention on the part of the mother, 
•rr attendant. 
In using pearl barley it 


is found necessary to boil it for a long 
'time—say six or eight hours—rencw- 
.Jng the water as it evaporates. As a 
rule, the proper proportion is 
two 


;tablespoonfuls of pearl barley to oue 
quart of water. Hurley flour, if it can 
be secured, should be used in the 
same proportion, but it requires much 


• less time to prepare—from one-half 
.to an hour's boiling bemg sufficient. 
In either cass, wEen the boiling Is ^ 
•finished, it is then to be carefully! 
strained through a linen cloth, a little j 
salt added, and when cool it is ready' 


;to use.

A very good and reliable formula, 


:given by Dr. Holt, is to 
take 
of 


'cream or top milk eight ounces; bar- 
;ley water 1C ounces, sugar of milk, 
six heaping teaspoons, or

'sugar, four teaspoons. This will give 
.sufficient quantity to 
last 
a two- 


months' old infant for 24 hours.

I ^lany children can take plain cow's 
,milk, and appear to thrive upon it, to 
.'such an extent, that other foods 
or 


^modifications are 
deemed 
unneces- 


sary; but such cases are the exception 
and not the rule. In selecting or pre- 
paring a diet for any infant, child or 
.adult, common sense and 
observa- 


ition are essential elements, and un- 
iless this mixture is used, the chances 
,are about even as to whether a sick- 
ly or healthy child will bo the result 


:of all the time and labor expended. 


I would advise all parents against 


•the use of pcptonixed milk, such as 
iinay be found on sale in many drug 
and grocery stores. The child's stom- 
.ach is capable or supplying all the 
.pepsin it needs, and. as a rule, the re- 
,s\M of using such milk will be, to say 
•the least, unfavorable. 
Good, pure, 


•fresh cow's mill; is the product tnst 
all mothers should scsk to secure, and 
if one lives in the country, or even iu 
'a small city, this can always be had; 
but in the large cities it is almost im- 
possible to procure the pure article. 


Then there must be another process 


adopted, although, not so gooi au-J 


that is called sterilization »r Pasteur- 
izing, in order to destroy unhealthy 
substances that may have been ab- 
sorbed by »ie 
milk wtile 
passing 


through the various hands on its way 
from the country to the city. 
How- 


ever, mill; that is to to used for feed- 
ing infants should be kept pure, cool 
and fresh. How to do this is often a 
problem not easily solved. 
The mod- 


ern method of keeping a refrigerator 
In each' household and supplying it 
with a quantity of ice each day., solves 
the question, after the milk lias beea 
received; but it is sometimes impos- 
sible to know how the milk has been 
previously cared for. 
If. one 
could 


have everything arranged 
properly, 


the milk should be placed upon ice im- 
mediately after'being received from 
the cow, and reduced to a tempera- 
ture of CO degrees Fahrenheit. 
The 


car which brings it to the city should 
be arranged to keep it at the same 
temperature; and the wagon which 
delivers it to the homes should also bo 
packetl with ice for the same pur- 
pose. It is very important that this 
rcgiHie be observed, and the milk not 
allowed to stand uncovered, nor be- 
come lukewarm. Many dairymen now 
put all their milk, for family use, in 
pint, quart and gallon bottles, guar- 
anteeing that the bottles have been 
sterilized, and the .milk kept in an 
even 
temperature. 
Such 
dealers 


should be encouraged by the., patron- 
age of the Uoiue Health cleft every- 
where. 


There was at one time a widespread 


notion that the milk of. one certain 
cow should be kept separate for the 
baby's use; but experience 
proves 


that this was a mistake, and that the 
little ones do better when the mill; of 
several cows has been mixed. Dys- 
pepsia is not likely to follow. 


Jn caring for the bottles or other 


receptacles, in which the milk or food 
is kei)t. care should be taken to first 
wash them out with cold water, and 
then scald them thoroughly. 
If the 


scalding is cftme first, small curds ot 
mill; are liable to stick to the inside 
of the .bottle and cause fermentation.

Panama Nurse's Experience In 


Fighting the Disease. 


TEIPS OP THE "EEAD TEAH"

"There is no doubt that the yollow 


fever situation on the isthnnis of 1'an- 
uuni is grave and growing rapidly 
more acute," said Miss A. A. Robin- 
son Of New-York, one of the nurses 
who returned to New York recently 
from Colon by the steamship Advance, 
says the Now York Tribune. 
Miss 


Koblnson has been a year ou tbe isth- 
mus, first as nurse at the Ancon hos- 
pital and later as matron at tho hos- 
pital in Colon. 


"Governor Mugoon is very anxious, 


aud so are the physicians, for yellow 
fever strikes down the white man, 
while the negro is immune. 
Some of 


the Quest younj; men who have gone 
to the Isthmus since I have been there 
have died uf It, mid they were well set 
up, clean boys, with good principles. 
Deaths occur right alonjr. 
It doesn't 


seem to bo the fault of the govern- 
ment Of of any one in particular, but it 
Is agreed on ail hands that .rhat should 
have been done before a spadeful of 
earth ivas dug out of the canal was to 
provide good sanitary quarters for the 
engineers aud others who \\x-re to work 
diere. Why, these poor fellows have 
been drinking uiitiltered rain water, 
aud a number of thorn came down 
without mosquito bars, which are a 
necessity of life in si region where the 
mosquito carries the yellow fever infec- 
tion." 


Asked as to the ''dead train" which. 


It has been stilted, runs from Colon to 
Monkey Hill cemetery, a mile and a 
half'south, always ouce aud sometimes 
as many as fourteen times n day, Miss 
Robinson replied: "The train certainly 
runs to the cemetery once a day, some- 
times ofteuer, but I never knew it to 
run fourteen times. The truth is'that, 
while there lias been just as much ycl- | 
low fever in the isthmus since the 
American occupation as before, the 
deaths are fev/er by far. There are now 
about fifty American trained nurses 
down there. Before we caine there the 
two hospitals were In charge of the 
Sisters o" St. Vincent dw Paul. 
In 


those days there was a steady proces- 
sion of tl>e dead on their way to tho 
cemetery. The sisters used to lock ur« 
tho wards at night and go home. In 
the morning they wouid come and un- 
lock them and dud some oC their pa. 
tlents dead. They were lovely women, 
but quite'innocent of all tin; elements 
of modem nursing, as we found when 


\ those who remained for awlillo after 


we came- helped with the diets. They 
thought It so cruel in us to have,a . 
nurse or orderly sit up all niglit iu each I 
ward and held 
up 
their hands In 


amazement lit the mention of ice brigs, 
typhoid baths aud antiseptic surgery."

"Xo more isthmus of Panama for 


me," she said. "The physical discom- 
forts are great, but they aro nothing 
to the mental starvation. There Is ab- 
solutely no recreation—no music, no 
churches, no bathing, no books or mag- 
azines, no driving except round aud 
round Inside the towns. Nobody ever 
walks, and athletic sports are impossi- 
ble in a climate that has six months of 
rainy season and is all the time like a 
warm vapor bath. Tho bare mouotony 
of the nurse's existence is appojllns. 


"Tho food is good, although' Ameri- 


can food was at first very hard, to ob- 
tain, and fresh vegeta-bles arc scarce' 
uud fish rare 011 account of a tax that 
is placed on it. The hospital buildings 
are good, the nurses' quarters are com- 
fortable, tho hours are.no longer than 
here iu New York, but the absolute 
stagnation of the mental and emotional 
life wears one out. Many of the nurses 
are coming homo, though there is no or- 
ganized strike or revolt. Fifty dollars 
a mouth is what they get to bes'in on. 
If they give satisfaction it is later 
raised to JfGO. 
Of course board, lodg- 


ing and laundry are found. 


"Under Governor Davis the hospitals 


were sorely handicapped-for supplies, 
owiug, 1 suppose, to the desire of the 
governor to keep expenses down to 
their minimum. 


'•To illustrate: It used to be my duty 


as matron to make out the requisitions 
for each day's supplies. .Fifty pounds 
of ice was just sufficient to give us 
what we weeded • for the twouty-four 
hours. Day after' day Governor Davis 
would cut this down to twenty-five 
pounds, with the result that our Ameri- 
can boys would toss about for eight 
or ten hours burning up for .'ack of a 
cooling drink. 
Under Governor Ma- 


goon all this has been changed,"
